The sgovern- 
ment weather experts admit they do 
not know. Nobody knows what causes 
weather till after it has happened, at 
any rate, and then the knowledge is 
worthless. 

They can tell with some degree of 
accuracy what the weather will be for 
the next twenty-four hours, because 
they can find out certain things about 
weather conditions surounding points 
for which predictions are made by 
using the telegraph, but they cannot 
analyze the weather and say what is 
going to happen next with certainty. 

There are some scientists in Wash- 
ington who believe there !s a fixed ba- 
sis for all weather, and that, once this 
basis is discovered, it will be possible 
to say on April 1 exactly what the 
weather will be for every day of that 
month, and that this will include rain- 
fall, temperature and ali other things 
necessary to be known to be of benefit 
to agriculture, horticulture or com-

Seeking Out Causes of the 
Present Conditions. 


What is the matter with the citrus 
fruit markets? 

What is the future of this great in- 
dustry? 

Shall California lose one of her most 
lucrative sources of income? 

These are indeed most serious ques- 
tions, and they are vausing no end of 
anxiety, not only to the Many hun- 
Greds of growers whose interests are 
direetiy at stake, but to interests Mlose- 
ly xed to the primary one. 

The last of the above questions 
hardly calls for any answer. It an- 
wers itself. The absurdity of the 
suggestion refutes it. The citrus 
fruit industry can be injured perma- 
hently only oy wrong methods on the 


‘part of one or more of the interests 


whose life, or at least whose prosper- 
ity, depends on the industry. 

Those in charge of such interests are 
too intelligent to allow permanent 
harm to interfere with their business. 
‘The other two questions are what an 
answer must be sought for.

but with the responsibility of giving 
the betting public a square deal comes 
positive hardship, which is liable to 
wreck the constitution of a weak man. 

A Starter receives sometimes more 
than $100 a day for his work. At some 
tracks he pays his assistants out of 
thes amount. The men who rush 
around with whips, trying to get the 
horses in their places, receive $10 a 
day, even though they run the dally 
risk of being kicked to death. The man 
who looks after the mechanism of the 
barrier receives a like salary, so that 
if the whole amount is deducted from 
the allowance the starter receives from 
the race track it leaves him in the 
neighborhood of $60 u day for himself. 
If he works 300 days in the year he 
can command probably $18,000 in salary. 
Yet he earns every doliar of it, in 
the estimation of horsemen. 

Patrons of the race trecks should 
visit the post now and then to find out 
for themselves what the trials and 
tribulations of the starter are. It is 
often the case that a starter will work 
himeelf into a white heat over the an- 
tics of the and jockeys before 
he can secure a perfect alignment. Yet 
he is compelled to keep in mind from 
the moment he —— the rail that 
no favorites are to be played and that 
all must receive the same kind of a 
break. 

A starter is not supposed to know 
which horse is favorite in the betting 
or whether a killing has been framed 
up with all kinds of money down in 
the ring and in the poolrooms. He sim- 
ply receives the horses as they are sent 
from the paddock, and his assistant as- 
signs them to the positions before the 
barrier previously drawn by lot. But 
the starter has a keen idea, just the 
same, as to which horse has ¢ best 
chance to win, for the reason that he 
cannot help being a close student of 
form. 

It requttes unusual nerve to start a 
great race. Two-year-olds are always 
unruly at posi, and the starter

and his assistants work away with 
their whips until their arms are tired. 
All but two of the horses are facing 
the barrier, but one of the delinquents 
is the favorite, and the starter has to 
turn back the whole field.

LARGE DEMAND FOR THEM IN 
NEW YORK CiTy. 


— . — 


Supply Entirely inadequate—Pa- 
cific Coast Product Appears Early 
in Market, and in Fine Condition. 
Rapidly Displacing Southern Crops. 
How Shipments 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDEXCE OF THE TIMES. 

NEW YORK, March 21.—Through 
the months of February, March and 
part of April California vegetables 
form a more or less prominent feature 
of this market. It has come to be 
quite the thing for the trade to look 
to California for about the first aspar- 
agus, the rst celery and the first peas. 
These are merely representatives of a 
considerable quantity of vegetables 
which come from the Pacific Coast 
and which are important additions to 


New Y meager supply at that 
time. T year they were all the 
more welcome because they came 


after severe cold when substantially 
nothing was avaliable from the South. 
The vegetable trade of New York 
has reached enormous proportions. It 
is said that the quantity received in a 
month now is larger than it was in a 
year ten years At that time ev- 
erything was uced in nearby mar- 
ket gardens or hothouses and the sup- 
ply was 80 husbanded. that it lasted 
almost through the year. The. same 
varieties are handled to some extent 
now, but they are sold under the name 
of winter vegetables, while those which 
come from California or the South are 
designated as fresh vegetables. In 
many instances the-winter stock is 
preferred, because much of the fresh 
stuff is more or less and when 
shipped in winter is likely to be 
chilled or frozen. A good many dozen 
vegetables are consumed in the New 
York market, but if the inspectors who 
are supposed to look after the vege- 
lers were alert nothi would 
come inte the city which isn’t up to 
standard. The ordinances are strict 
enough, but they are not enforced. 


HOW THEY ARE HANDLED. 


Vegetables are handied differently 
from fruits in the New York market. 
Fruits are ferried across the river and 
offered in auction rooms at public auc- 
tions, but vegetables are either sold 
on track in Jersey City and the buyer 
looks after the transportation across 
the river, or the receiver has them 
come across to the vegetable pfiers, 
where they are sold in the early morn- 
ing to buyers from various jobbing 
houses or representatives of retailers.

It is the aim of all receivers 
to clean up each day, if possibile. The 
know that each day's receipts are all 
the market will stand.

This isn’t 
always true of the vegetables grown in 
damp climates. The result is that Call- 
fornia stock sometimes sells higher 
than any other sort. It would be a 
still more important factor in this mar- 
8 5 shippers sent more of it here. As

At present celery in crates bearing 
the Vegetable Growers’ Association 
Stamp is offered freely and commands 
good figures. As high as $6 is some- 
times paid for it, and from 83.60 to 
$4.50 is — for nearly everything of- 
fered. his is in dinect contrast to the 
prices paid for other varieties; The 
California celery has à degree of crisp- 
ness which is absent from that pro- 
duced in the South, and only northern- 
grown stock, unobtainable now, can fill 
the requirements of epicures who want 
the best. 

Early peas sold this year as higt as 
$7 a flat case when they first came. 
The season was apparently short, be- 
cause they speedily disappeared from 
the market, and their place was sup- 
plied by southern-grown varieties which 
were not so good. 8 

There is a good field here for Califor- 
nia-grown vegetables early in the sea- 
son before much southern stock is 
available. This view is shared by large 
operators who would be glad to have 
more of it than they are now able to 
get. If proper precautions are taken in 
packing and If the quality of the stock 
is right there will be no trouble about 
prices. New York consumers care very 
little for price. If the stock they buy 
Suits them they will pay almost any 
figure without grumbling. 


BLESSING THE PALMS. 


Holy Week Services Open This Morn- 
ing in Catholic Churches—Sing- 
ing the Passion. 

The beautiful adornments of the al- 
tar and the sanctuary at St. Vibiana‘s 
Cathedral are shrouded in the episco- 
pal purple, and the beginning of the 
last week of Lent, the great Passion 
Week, so important in the history of 
the Christian religion, will be entered 
this morning with due solemnity. 

This is Palm Sunday, designating 
Christ's triumphal entry into Jerusa- 
lem, to be so soon followed by those 
momentous events which make Holy 
Week stand out with prebminence in 
the Christian calendar. 

At 10 o'clock this morning Bishop 
Conaty will bless the palms, and they 
will be distributed to the people, after 
which there will be a procession, with 
the people bearing palm branches as 
in the olden days. 

This will be followed by a solemn 
high mass. The Passion will be sung 
by Rev. Joseph Kaiser, Rev. J. J. Cody, 
C. M., and Rev. P. H. McDonnell, C. u., 
of St. Vincent's College. 

There will be a solemn vesper ser- 
vice in the evening, and Bishop Conatv 
will preach. This is the beginning of 
a week of special services, preparatory 
for Easter. On Monday and Tuesday 
there wil be celebrations of the mass 
for societies of the Cathedral parish; 
on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
evenings at 7°30 the office of Tenebrae 
will begin: and on Holy Thursday 
there will be a solemn pontifical mass 
et 9 o'clock, and the bishop will con- 
secrate the holy oils. After the mass 
there will be a procession with the 
blessed sacrament to the repository; 
end at 4 o'clock the ceremony of Man- 
datum” or washing of the feet will be 
performed. 

The Good Friday services will in- 
clude another procession with the sac- 
rament, a sermon on “The Passion of 
Our Lord.“ by Rev. George Donahoe, 
and Stations of the Cross; and on Sat- 
urday will occur the blessing of the 
new fire, incense, paschal candle, 
Easter water and the baptismal font.

It is significant of the 
Russian spirit that when he accom- 
plished his famous raid upon Merv, 
the deed was extolled as a Russian 
exploit, and not as the achievement 
of a mere native. 


Gen. Lazareff, with whom Alikhanoff 
served in the campaign of 1879, was 
also an Asiatic. He was one of the 
best known Russian generals in the 
last generation. and commanded an 
army in the Russo-Turkish war, as did 
also Gen. Tergoukasoff, who after 
wards was in supreme command of 
the Russian forces in Central Asia 
and governed a vast territory for the 
Czar. 


Tergoukasoff was a Turcoman, with 
a large strain of Cossack blood, and 
this combination of two great fight- 
ing races made him a SHlendid war- 
rior. Russia's Central Asian wars 
produced a fine crop of heroes, but 
none of them hal a more remarkable 
string 6f exploits to his credit than 
Tergoukasoff. He won the Cross of 
St. George when he was a young offi- 
cer. 

This decoration is the iiussian 
equivalent of England’s Victoria 
Cross, and is only given for remark- 
able personal bravery in action. 
Every Russian soldier stands an equal 
chance of getting it, whether he be a 
prince of the blood or a simple—Cos- 
sack. On St. George's Day Admiral 
Alexieff always gives a dinner at Port 
Arthur, or wherever he happens to be, 
to the men under his command who 
have won the Cross. He has done this 
regularly ever since he has been in 
the Far Mast. All are invited, com- 
mon soldiers as well as officers. The 
same thing is done on St. George's 
Day in many other large Russian gar- 
rison 

“Tergoukasoff might have won the 
Cross a score of times,” said an offi- 
cer who served with him in one of 


his Central Asia campaigns. “Before 


he became a general he was always 
volunteering to lead forlorn hopes and 
take the post of extreme danger. His 
Asiatic birth made him a thorough 
fatalist, and he cared absolutely noth- 


ing for the risk of death, which ae

Gen. Obrubcheff is by no means 
the only Cossack who has risen to 
great distinction in the Russian ser- 
vice. Any Cossack officer who dis- 
plays marked ability and initiative is 
sure of high preferment. Gen. Chi- 
cagof. the military commander at 
Viadivostok. is a Kubanski Cossack, 
and is one of the most distinguished 
and trusied officers in the Russian 
army. He displayed fine generalship 
when in command of a division of 
Cossack troops in Manchuria during 
the Boxer troubles. 

Prince Sviatopolsk Mirski Il, the 
present Ataman of the Don Cossacks, 
is another Asiatic satrap ofthe Czar. 
He is a lineal descendant of the first 
Cossack Prince who appeared in his- 
tory by settling on the Don and glu. 
ing military aid to the Russians in 
1574. His rank in the Russian army 
corresponds to that of Leutenant- 
General, and he has the reputation of 
being a fine cavalry leader. 

The Cossack Atamans have always 
been highly honored by the Czars of 
Russia, but the most famous of them 
was the Ataman Platow. who inflicted 
several defeats upon the great Na- 
poleon. A story is told of him which 
gives a good insight into the chivalry 
and courtesy of the Cossack charac- 
ter. 

The Czar and the King of Prussia 
had vied with one another to give him 
every reward and decoration in their 
power to bestow, but the Queen of 
Prussia still felt that his Bé@fvices ha 
not been adequately recompensed 
so she took a heron's plume from her 
lat and gave it to him to wea’.

He was 
an expert in the art of disguise, and 
would often penetrate alone to their 
most secret meetings and learn their 
plans. His favorite policy was to get 
hold of a Nihilist and terrify him by 
threats of Siberia and the knout until 
the poor wretch consented to take him 
to the Nihilists’ meetings and vouch 
for him as a brother devoted to the 
cause. The peril of such work could 
hardly be exaggerated, but Melikoff 
steadily pursued it for years. 

Russia treats her feudatory princes 
with the greatest consideration and 
does her) utmost to make them take 
leading parts in the work of adminis- 
tration. The Ameer of Bokhara 
Sa, id Abdul Ahad, is even allowed to 
maintain an army of 11,000 men. 
These troops are quite distant from 
the Russian forces, but are drilled 
by Russian instructors. The Khan o 
Kh va, Seyd Mahomed Rahin, also 
keeps a small army. 

The Russian officials stationed at 
the courts of these two potentates are 
strictly enjoined to treat them with 
the same reverence that they would 
pay to the Czar himself. When the 
Ameer and the Khan attended the 
Czars coronation, he greeted them as 
his brothers and paid more honor and 
attention.to them than to any of the 
.~urcpean princes who attended the 
ceremony. 

The younger sons of the Khan and 
the Ameer are now being trained in 
the cadet school at St. Petersburg for 
the Russian army, and the eldest son 
of the Khan is already a colonel. The 
same policy is pursued toward the 
chieitains of the Tureomans and of 
the Cireassians and Ossetes in the 
Cancausus. Their sons are invited to 
St. reiersburg by the Czar person- 
ally, given handsome apartments and 
liberal allowances of money, and pro- 
moted as rapidly as possible to the 
highest ranks in the army for which 
they prove themselves capable.

One of the distinefive features of 
the modern British city is its system 
public baths and laundries—the 
latter are termed “wash-houses.” Liv- 
erpool and Manchester are especially 
progressive in these institutions. 

Liverpool has expended or appro- 
priated more than a million dollars on 
its public baths. It is a difficult mat- 
ter to indulge in the luxury of a bath 
even in a first-class English tel. 
They rarely come en suite with 
rooms, and when one is found in some 
remote corner of the hotel it is far 
from satisfactory, to say nothing of 
the absurdly high rate charged for an 
inferior service. The traditional fond- 
ness of an Englishman for his 
is perhaps explained on account 
the extreme difficulty he has in 
taining one in a residence or 
There are more bath tubs with 
ning hot and cold water in one resi- 
dence ward of an American city, than 
in all the private residences and 
hotels of Great Britain. This is far 
from being an ted statement. 

But the municipalities have taken 
up the work which architects and 
builders! are too stupid to perform. 
The hotel guests may turn in disgust 
from the stuffy bathroom which is 
supposed to accommodate the patrons 
of an entire floor; he may walk a few 
squares and enter a public bath- 
house, where for a few pennies he may 
have the full use of an establishment 
as modern and perfectly equipped as 

and sanitary science can pro- 


| vide. The Cornwallis-street baths of 


Liverpool compare favorably with any 
public or private establishment no 


| matter where located save, perhaps, 


in the matter of useless adornments. 
Liverpool has ‘a comprehensive system 
of bath-houses, and it ds its proud 
boast that no citizen is more than a 
few minutes’ walk from a public 
bathing establishment. 

These buildings are ornate struc- 
tures. The Cornwallis-street baths, of 
which an illustration is given, cost 
about $125,000, and Liverpool is about 


| to begin the construction of buildings 


at Pier Head, which will demand an 
‘expenditure of $375,000. 
careful inspection of some of these 
establishments. The swimming pools 
are large and the temperature of the 
water is automatically regulated. 
There are several classes of baths, 
with varying prices, and one can have 
a plain tub bath with hot and cold 
water, soap, sponge and towels, all 
for the sum of 2 cents in our money, 
or one penny in theirs. Two days in 
the week this price is cut in half. You 
could not get as good a bath in the 
best hotel In Liverpool or London for 
fifty times the money. | 
The average price of a plunge bath, 
with the use of the pool as long as 
desired, is less than 6 cents. But the 
free open baths of Liverpool are more 
interesting and hardly less attractive. 
Whenever it is possible to secure an 
space the Baths Department 
constructs a pool, provides warm wa- 
‘ter, and erects shelters for the little 
ones. One day last summer 5500 lads 
used one of these open baths. In 
former years the youngsters had no

MAYOR SKILLFULLY EVADES THE ISSUE. 

Of course Mayor Harrison says Chicago's crimes have 
Been exaggerated and her virtues minimized, and siands 
up for the unionis's. It would de political suicide for him 
to take any her ati ude. Mayor Harrison is by no means 
as guileless as certain portions of die foregoing interview 
might suggest. The Harrisons, including the presen! cre. 
have been potiticians im all tha! the term implies. They. 
have studied the game and have played it with marvelous 


success. All this must be taken ino account. 


But the mos striking feature of the Mayor's interview is 
the fact that, in discussing the Chicago labor quéstlion, he 
defly touches the edges and never permits himself to get 
out toward the middie, iro the deep waters. His efforts 
lo keep out of danger are intensely amusing. For in- 
stance, he lightly dismisses important questions by some 
irrelevant answer, and gels back to the topic of Chicago's 
population and greatness, with aif possible haste. The 
Mayor says most of the stories abou! the dastardly actions 
of the unionis’s who refused to drive hearses and Car- 
riages for funerals, were lies. The Mayor is dogmalic— 


but hardly convincing; for it is not to be presumed that 


every news agency in the country, with remarkable facili- 
ties for getting correct reports, would tell these stories in 
all seriousness if they were untrue. it is difficult to see the 
value of the Mayor's explanation regarding the disgraceful 
actions just referred to; for he says that the union drivers 


did not refuse to drive hedrses, but did refuse to drive 


Carriages, and that the liverymen refused (o let the hearses 
go out unless the carriages went also. This is merely an- 
other way of stating the same facts that were se! forth in 
the reporss which Mayor Harrison now boldly 


izes as lies. Referring to the picketing of the houses of 


the dead, the Mayor says he “instructed” the police to do 


certain things to prevent such picketing—but he forgets to 


tell whether or not his instruc'ions were carried owt. Bul 


it is well know? that the picketing was done, regardless of 
the Mayor's orders. 

he says Chicago has more strikes merely because 
the city has more men ard more business, he takes a po- 
sition the absurdity of which is abundantly manifested by 
Chicago's strike statistics: Chicago would not have won 
the name of the “hotbed of unionism” if there were no 
warrant for it. The American people will listen patiently 
and gladly to a speaker's flights of fancy when he is deal- 
ing with aesthetic and allied subjects, but when he at- 
tempts to speak on such quesions as the labor situation, 
the people wan’ something more substantial than dogmas 
and individual cpinions of men who, like Mayor Harrison. 
are naturally and necessarily prejudiced.

S he Eas.er of each year approaches, the time-hon-

SOME PRECONCEIVED NOTIONS ARE 3 
FOUND To BE ERRONEOUS.

OKO, Jan. 23.—“And how do your impressions of 
Japan compare with your ideas before you arrived?” 
® was the inevitable question. The imerviewers 
were a group of Japanese gentiemen, the scene, my room 
m Tokio.

Four young Japanese, He- 
mg no English, presented themselves to express their con- 
dolences and to interview me.

from every flower. 


Little Japan? 


— — 


Little! The idea that Japan is a land of little people 
is A he best a half truth, and therefore doubly miscad- 
ing. The average Jap we see ir Europe gives no fair idea 
of the physique of his people’ He neariy always belong 
to the professional classes. Now the professional and 
Prosperous Jap is, one must admit, as a rule mall and of 
Katey litle stamina. He gves one the same impres- 
sion as does “he Paris boutevardier of having friltered away 
his manhood on worthldss things. But he no more rep- 
resems the average man of his people than does the 
boulevardier rcpresent the French peasant. 

The average Japanese man, while not tall, gives one 

the impression of being probably the hardie“ man on 
‘earth. We lives perpetually n the open air and on the 
simplest food. His home consists of paper screens, which 
never Lu the air wholly out, and are afways open a great 
par of the day. 
_ He is hardy because he has been inured to the mos! 
extreme discomfort since infancy. He does no! know 
what comfort is. His home has practically no fumiure. 
Matiing, bedding (no bed.) ond a tray for food supply 
iis wants. in a land cold beyond belief over a large part 
of the year, he never has a coal fire, but warms himself 
over a box holding a few fragments of burning charcoal. 
Japanese Winter. 

The tourst who sees Japan in spring or autumn cannot 
realize he cold of winter or the fierce heat of summer. 
Fate has taken me to many cold lands, but never has the 
cold penetrated one so much as in Tokio 
in January. Others say the same. My neich- 
bor is from Saghalin, the extreme northeas of Si- 
beria. He took Siberian cold as a matter of course. Here 
he declares ten times a dw that he cannot ge! warm.

“The writer long ago estimated that with the increased 
rate of consumption the mird decade of this century 
would see practically the depletion of the nalive timber of 
the Unxed Siates, and this year one of the largest opera- 
tors im the sawmiil business has come to the same conclu- 
sion,” so Prof. B. E. Fernow affirms in an article on “Tho 
Forestry Problems im the United Slates,” in the April Pear- 
son’s. “Others there are who point to other lands as wait- 
ing to furnish the United States with supplies. There is 
Canada, most desirous to increase is exports of lumber 
in this direction. There is Brazil and the whole of South 
America full of woods! Blissful ignorance! Canada, al- 
though relatively to its population very much better 
wooded than the United States, has not less lavishly cut 
and wasted. Of the class of timber which this country 
particulariy cares for, it has but a limited supply, and is 
called upon to furnish to the mother country as well. A 
few years more than is predicted for the depletion of the 
United States will see Canada's virgin timber used up. 

“The southern continent contains forests of vast extent, 
but practicaily no material that this country particularly 
need or desires to use, for they are mainty composed vf 
the hardest of the hardwoods, fit only for limited uses—

spruces, cedars, redwoods, firs, in other words, conifers, 
that are mainly needed, and of these no supplies of any 


extent are to be found in South America. in fact, with 
the exception of Russia possibly, the United States. may 


claim to have sill the largest supply of these most needed 
woods. The fear, also, of a timber famine—no! wood 
famine, for wood will still abound when the saw timber 
is gone—is, indeed, beginning to agitate those Europcan 
countries which rely upon importations.” : 


AMERICA LEADS THE WORLD. 
Copper has 

in the development of mechanics. in the matter of sup- 
ply the United States leads the world. The total produc- 
tion of capper ſast year was 1,110,000,000 pounds, of which 
714,000,000 pounds were mined in this country. This rep- 
resents an increased oulp% of about four-fold since 1884. 
Spain and Portugal come next im line as copper producers, 
but they are far behind, their total being hardly more than 
one-cigith of tha! of this country. Mexico ranks third, but 
her yield also is small as compared with that of the United 
States. With the development of electiical science and 
the growth of applied electricity, a demand for copper 
arose which 6énly the most tremendous energy has been 
able to meet. American skill and enterprise rose to mec 
the demand, and the copper output has increased by leaps 
and bounds and is Kin forging ahead. The copper mine: 
in Mexico are being worked by American capital and la- 
bdr, but the outpui is, of course, accredited to the cour 
try that produces it.—[Porland Oregonian.

LIFE IN THE Hunurr KINGDOM AS SEEN BY 
AN OBSERVING FRENCH WRITER. 


Courrier des Etats Uni-] Any European who arrives 
at Fusan or ai Chemulpo finds it difficult to understand 
how Korea can excite such ardent covelousness. R is the 
poore and the leas picturesque country in the universe. | 
The tinge of civilization which the Japanese have given 
to Fusan is merely superficial. The streets, the architec_ure 
of the houses, the aspect of the shops, and the imperfect 
copies in everything of we:tem customs remind one of the 
maritime towns of the third or fourth class in che islands 
of Napcn or Kiou-Siou. Ai Tusan it is easy to see that 
the Japanese copy of European models is only a rough 
draught. 

The railroad goes ‘hrough a wild country and “ops short 
at the end of a Inte river that might easily be bridged.’ 
This river runs through a marshy country, where there is 
not a tree to be seen. Here and there a few little black 
points emerge from the swanvp, reminding one of the little 
isles that appear at low water on the shores of Marenes, 
in central aly. These dark spots are the huts in which 
the Korean peasants live. The inhabitants of the town are 
even more wre'ched than ihe inhabhants of these huts.

A Prosnerous Fruit District. 


HE following, in regard to He fruit distric! eax of On- 

tro, is fram an arvcie in the Fruit World: 

“The cirus-fruit acreage of Southern Califomia is di- 
vided into several important fruit districts, and some -of 
them are famous he world over. But it has appeared 
to the Fruit World that the importance of one of these 
districts, the Onlario-Cucamonga-Etiwanda district, is not 
generally appreciated, and for this reason this journal 
sent a representative to this district so as to give ils read- 

‘ers an idea of its magnitude and the success in chrus- 
fruit growing altained there. There has been almost un- 
interrup'ed harmony among the fruit growers, and this 
section has, to its advantage, drawn but little attention 
tiwough factional disputes. 

“The Ontario-Cucamonga-Etiwanda district kes along 
the foothills in wes em San Bernardino county, and is in 

‘the same class as to volume of shipments as Riverside 
and Rediands. 2 | 
* “Some idea of the magnitude of the orchard ‘interes's 
of this section may be oabiained from the fact that 
orchards extend from six to seven miles from north to 
south, and if the orchards of Cucamonga and Etiwanda 
sections could be brougitt up close to those of Ontario 
and Upland, they would extend from three to five miles 
wide. While some orchards may be found in this dis- 
Met where the wees are twenty years of age and more; 
yet the great majdrity of the citrus groves have only come 
into bearing dusing the last few years, and are even now 
producing only a small quantity of what they will in che 
future. ht will not be many years before the output from 
these well-kept orchards will exceed 5000 carloads. Over 
600 carloads have already been shipped, and as one 
drives througli the miles of orange and lemon orchards 
in this territory, u would appear that the growers have 
hardly begun do pick. The orchards are uniformly in 
good cond*ion, and show careful cullivation and abun- 
dant application of water and fertilizer. Orchardists here 
have shown tha: they believe in fertilization as well as 
cultive ion, and on the average there are over five car- 
loads of stable manure shipped into this section daily, 
aside from ‘he large quantities of commercial fertilizers. 
Nowhere in the Sta'e can there be found a large block 
of orchards in beter average condition, and no withstand- 
ing the several hundred carloads of mavels that have been 
shipped so far his season, the casual observer would nol 
notice that any fruit had been taken from the trees, 
which appear heavily laden at the present time with a 
great crop of golden fruit. 

Amo the entire acreage in this section was set to 
the Washington navel. There is, however, about 15 per 
cent. of other varicties, including Valencia lates, various 
budded Fiorida oranges, tangerines, e'c., with a sprinkling 
of grape fruit, so that in marketing the crop the shippers 
of the fruit are at all times able to supply the needs of 
any customer with oranges other than Washington navels. 

“About one-fifth of ‘he acreage in ‘his territory is set

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nificem crop it is. Conditions are exceedingly favorable 
for growing the succulem feed—doub‘less unequaled else- 
where in the world. There is an almost irresistible temp- 
tation to grow a crop which may be harvested six or 
seven times during a season, as is done in the case of al- 
falfa, in the most favored localities of the territory. Bult 
just as the South's cotton growers have experienced low 
prices, so does Arizona's supply of alfalfa not infrequently 
exceed the demand, and prices are consequently los- 
ered to a point where the profit is indistinguishabie. 

“To be sure, recourse may be had to feeding the sur- 
plus hay to hogs, or use it in fattening cattle, and many 
growers of alfalfa devote their entire output to this, but 
we refer particularly to the hay growers, who, oftentimes, 
when the discovery is made that they have large supplies 
of alfaifa on hand and no ready marke! exists, are unable 
to secure cattle or hogs to fatten on their surplus. 

“The danger of overproduction of alfalfa for hay is likely 
to grow more pronounced with the completion of the Tonto 
reservoir and the government works proposed on the Co- 
orado. Every land owner will then have an abundance of 
water at a reasonable price, and the farmers’ first inclina-» 
tion will be to put his idle acres ino alfalfa. As a con- 
sequence there will be such a supply of hay that ‘he 
price will quickly reach bedrock, and profits will go glim- 
mering. 

“With a soil and climate capable of producing, as we 
verily believe, every crop ‘hat can be grown in the tem- 
perate or semi-trepical zones, there exists no reason why 
Arizona’s agriculturiss should not be forever and perpel- 
ually free from danger of overproduction or excessive 
growing of any one “hing. Her fruits and melons are the 
earliest in the market, and command the highest price. 
Her apiicots, figs, grapes and deciduous fruits are in inex- 
haustible demand during the weeks when they can be 
procured from no other pan of the Union. Her ‘melons 
and canteloupes bring fancy prices. Bul these things are 
not enough. Profitable as they are, their season is Em- 
ited. They will go part of the way toward solving the 
problem which will inevitably arise if alfalfa growing for 
hay is pushed too far, but he list must be added to. 

“And for this addition—a matter to which too much 
importance cannot be attached—such crops as beans, po- 
tatoes, onions, wheat, barley and oats, should be given 
more attention. It is doubtless the general impression 
that some of these wil not do well, but there is nothing 
more definite than theory to base the belief upon. in our 
opinion thorough test will demonstrate that, given a suffi- 
ciency of water and granted intelligent handling, Arizona 
can produce anything and everything grown East or Wes’, 
and thus avoid the excessive freights which bring about 
he wise farmer will look well do the diversified-crop 
idea. He will reflect upon and profit by the South's ex- 
perience with her cotton crop.”

0 Na day to feed them. They are hatching from one 
and a half to two dozen squabs per day. 

Ar. Miller is ambitious to have the finest pigeonry 
on the Coast, and his flock includes 150 thoroughbred 
regisered homers imported from the Plymouth Rock 
Squab Company of Boston, fan tails, pouters, tumbiers 
and English runts. ARhough he has an offer of $3 per 
dozen for an unlimited number of squabs, he has de- 
cided io ship none until his flock reaches 5000.

There the ait ts dry and 
pure, with nothing to decay or pollute it. In such a foca- 
tion the consumptive has more chance for recovery than 
when he stays in a stuffy lodging-house in Los Angeles. 
The tent life also gives an opportunity to practice the 
Open-air Cure, now generally recognized as the best rem- 
_edy for consumption, although instilutions where it is 
practiced usually find it necessary to add some kind of 
“hocus-pocus,” or else they would not be able to hold 
mei patients, for the open-air treatment may be prac- 
ticed by anyone without the eid of a Physician. The fol- 
lowing, in regard to Mr. Nelson's enterprise, is from a Riv- 
erside county paper: 

“Mr. Nelson is at the head of a great manufacturing 
company with headquarters at St. Louis, and branch es- 
tablishments in other paris of the country. He makes 
pipe, fit ings and plumbers’ supplies of every description; 
and does a great business with all parts of the civilized 
world. He is the founder of Leclaire, twenty miles from 
St. Louis, one of the most famous models of a working- 
man’s ideal community that there is in the country. Peo- 
ple come from all quarters of the globe to.study it. 

“Mr. Nelson's effort in this country for the good of hu-

These patent medicines con‘a'a from 15 to 50 per cent. of 
2eicohol, or from 5 to 15 times as much as light wine or 
beer. Yet, they are liberally used by prohibitionis:s, many 
of whom think they cannot do without ‘them. The only 
benefit they receive is the exhilaration produced by the 
intoxicating alcohol, just as the regular toper is depressed 
and miserable without his glass of whisky, at frequent in- 
tervals. That is all there is to the patent-medicine fiabit. 

N is, however, not only these medicines .that consist 
largely of alcohol. in the Boson Medical and Surgical 
Journal, for March 12, there is an article by Dr. Charlies 
Harrington of Boston, assistant professor of hygiene in me 
Harvard Medical School, on the “Composition and Alco- 
holic Content of Certain Proprietary Foods for the Sick.” 
Dr. Harringion says his attention was drawn to this class of 
preparations by the fact that an invalid, who was faithfully 
following the direckons accompanying one of them, was 
observed to be more or less constantly in a state of 
marked intoxica‘ion. Following are the analyses of seven 
of these preparations, as given by Dr. Harrington: 

“Liquid Peptonoids—Beef, milk and gluten, perfectly 
digested” is said to contain the albuminoig principles of 
beef, milk and wheat. “In cases of feeble digestion and 
wasting disease,” ‘ts effects are said to be “immediate and 
pronounced.“ 

Dose: For an adult, one or two tablespoonfuls, three to 
six times daily; children in prabortion. 

The maximum amoum recommended for an adult will 
yield less than an ounce of nutriment and the aicotiolic 
equivalent of 3.50 oz. of whisky per day.
